Sermons  Over  Radio 
Banned  In  Lebanon 

1  BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (RNS)  — 
The  Lebanese  government  ban¬ 
ned  religious  sermons  over  the 
state  broadcasting  station. 

The  order  announcing  the  ban 
said  that  in  the  future  broad¬ 
casting  of  religious  services 
would  be  limited  to  the  reading 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures  —  the 
Bible  or  the  Koran  —  prayers 
and  liturgy. 

Both  Christian  and  Moslem 
services  are  affected  by  the  ban. 
Christian  services  are  broadcast 
during  a  designated  half-hour 
from  different  churches  on  Sun¬ 
days.  while  Moslem  services  are 
aired  at  noon  on  Fridays. 

The  ban  followed  a  sermon 
by  Sheik  Shafik  Y  amount,  chief 
1  justice  of  the  Lebanese  Moslem 
religious  courts,  from  the  Grand 
Mosque  of  el-Emary.  The  ser¬ 
mon  criticized  the  Lebanese 
authorities  for  allegedly  not 
giving  full  support  to  Egypt  ah]} 
Syria  and  for  not  severing  diplo¬ 
matic  relations  with  Great  Brit¬ 
ain  and  France.

PARIS  (RNS)  —  A  minor 
Church-State  feud  has  been* 
agitating  the  sleepy  town  of 
Saint  Maxaire  in  Western 
France  —  'and  all  because  of  a 
j  crack  in  the  local  church  bell. 

W^ten  the  bell  cracked  six 
!  month*  ago,  the  parish  priest 
asked  the  mayor  to  repair  it. 
His  argument  was  that  the  fab¬ 
ric  of  every  church  iftthe  coun¬ 
try  belongs  to  the  State.  The 
mayor  refused  and  the  feud  was 
on.  >  . 

The  Cure  rollected  funds  to 
repair  the  bell  from  his  par- 
j  ishioners  and  sent  it  to  be  re¬ 
cast.  The  town  councillors 
meanwhile  relented,  but  too  late 
to  appease  the  Cure’s  wounded 
feelings.  He  decreed  that  the 
bell  should  toll  only  on  sacred 
occasions  and  forbade  any  se¬ 
cular  use  of  it.  This  meant,  for 
one  thing,  that  it  could  not  be 
uSed  for  fire  warnings. 

The  councillors  tried  persua¬ 
sion,  attempted  litigation, 
sought  negotiation  —  all  to  no 
avail. 

When  passions  had  reached  a 
peak  and  each  side  feared  a  de¬ 
marche  by  the  other,  plots  were 
hatched  in  the  town  hall,  in  the 
bars,  and  in  the  church  sacristy. 

Partisans  of  the  Cure  then 
struck  what  they  thought  would 
be  the  final  blow.  Fearing  that 
the  priest  might  weaken  and 
accept  a  tempting  compromise, 
Hhey  took  the  bell  down,  wheel¬ 
ed  it  in  a  barrow  to  the  church 
and  placed  it  in  a  sanctuary  un¬ 
der  the  high  altar. 

There  was  an  uneasy  calm 
for  24  hours  until  the  mayor 
resplendent  in  his  official  tri¬ 
color  sash,  led  eight  councillors 
and  a  policeman  into  the  sanc- 
j  tuary.  There  they  hoisted  the 
bell  on  to  a  fire  truck  and 
trundled  it  to  the  town  hall, 
placing  it  under  a  portrait  of 
President  Coty. 

In  the  meantime,  the  council¬ 
lors  have  ordered  their  own 
bell  but  no  one  knows  how  they 
are  going  to  be  able  to  hoist  it 
into  place.  Nor  are  they  sure 
they  can  safeguard  it  from  kid¬ 
nappers.
